Paris, Sept. 12—By Mail—The war relief service which the 
of Columbus have inaugurated recently at the American front 

, is proving decidedly popular with the officers and men in 
wniform, who are now provided with hot chocolate, crackers, candy and 


° oe cigarettes from the new rolling field kitchens which the Knights of

Columbus are sending with each division. 

Each Knights of Columbus kitchen is operated by a crew of four 
secretaries, who prepare and distribute the hot chocolate and lunches 
te the soldiers as they are going into battle or as they leave the 
trenches and fighting fields for the rest billets. The crews are kept 
supplied with chocolates and smokes by means of the Knights of Co- 
lambus motor transport service operating between the Paris and Toul 

“warehouses and the battle front. 

The kitchens are built on wheels and can be transported from 
place to place as the troops are moved forward. Usually they are 
located in a woods near the main highways at the front whither they 
will be screened from Hun airplanes and long-range shell fire. One of 
the kitchens has been under fire several times the last week, but has 
not been hit up te this time. The location of the kitchens along the 
main highways makes it possible for the crews also to provide a hot 
drink and smoke for the wounded soldiers being brought in from the 
battlefield in ambulances. If one could appreciate how eager the so!- 
diers are for cigarettes after long, weary hours in the fighting line, 
one would realize how much this service of the Knights of Columbus 
means to the men in uniform. 

In forty-five minutes one day recently an engineer unit of more 
than three hundred men was provided with hot chocolate and smokes as 
it came in from the battle line. A party of congressmen who were 
visiting this portion of the front at the time were so impressed by the 
excellence of this service that they called at the Knights of Columbus 
headquarters in Paris later to thank officials of the organization for 
the work they were doing for the American soldiers at the front. 

The volunteer Knights of Columbus chaplains with the A. E. F. 
continue to merit the praise of officers and men in the American army 
over here. Their solicitude for the wounded men during the various 
engagements is the subject for praise in many of the letters reaching 


, the Paris headquarters from high army officials. 


With the arrival of nearly two hundred Knights of Columbus 

| pecretaries and chaplains from the United States the last month the 
war work of the organization is being materially extended in France 
and England. New clubs are being opened at the camps back of the 


. Jines and the American base ports, and more secretaries and chaplains 


are being assigned to the units at the front. 
Chaplains of the organization have been assigned to many of the 


| larger military hospitals and in Paris every hospital is visited frequent- 


_ ly by Knights of Columbus chaplains. 


They are ready at all hours of 
, the day or night to respond to hospital calls. Knights of Columbus 


' eecretaries stationed in Paris also assist the American Red Cross in 


| transferring the wounded men who come in from the front to the vari- 


ous military hospitals in the city. They make regular visits to the 
* hospitals to provide stationery, cigarettes and delicacies to the sick and 
* wounded soldiers. 

In one of the recent drives by the American forces a Knights of 
Columbus secretary took possession of an abandoned German dugout 
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constantly changing. They are of man and 
mutable as he. Today they teach one doctrine and tomorrow hold an- 
other. The Church is ever the same. She is of God alone and His Spirit 
of Truth forever rests upon her. She is immutable in her doctrines and 
‘her morals, as truth itself and the Word of God can never change. 

Though ever ancient, yet she is ever new. Not founded one 
generation alone, she is equally adapted to every age, as her vitality 
through all the centuries has convincingly proved. 

Amid the passing of civilizations and the birth of nations, amid. the 
tottering of thrones and the tumult of revolutions, she alone remained 
untouched by t For hers is the Divine deposit of truth, 
which can never perish and is always the same. And yet she 
petually new, making the wisest use of all the varying methods suited to 
each period of time, without ever altering one iota of the doctrine Christ 
committed to her care 

She invents teachings, she advances no doc 
sessed by her in apostolic days; though from time 
into fuller light certain truths that were less clearly understood 
these too were handed down by her from the beginning and were always 
contained in Holy Writ or apostolic tradition. 

Her mission is not to teach a new gospel, as Luther and others had 
done without sign or warrant, but to preach the doctrine Christ com- 
mitted to her, sure of His Divine promise that He would be with her 
“even to the consummation of the world” (Matt. xxviii, 20). 

There can be no question of essefitial and non-essential doctrines, as 
Protestants claim, that they may patch together a false unity among 
themselves. All doctrines that Christ taught and that His Apostles were 
divinely commissioned to hand down to us through His Holy Church are 
equally essential. There is no selection te be made: “Teaching them to 
observe all things whatsoever I have commanded you.” We must believe 
them all for the same reason. They are alike given us by God Himself, 
Who can neither deceive nor be deceived. 

There can then be only one Church of Christ; and that is the Church 
which teaches all His doctrineg and confers all His Sacraments without 
any exception. Every church that even in the slightest point of doctrine 
differs from her is of necessity false. Truth cannot contridict itself. 
By this standard Protestantism, with its many churches, is at once con- 
demned. 

There can be but one Church of Christ, and this must have come 
down to us from the days of the Apostles, a Church always visible, built 
upon Peter, the rock, as Christ had said. 

Vice and wickedness were doubtless possible among her children. 
There can at times have bren need of reformation in the morals of many 
within her fold. This too Christ had foretold. But there can never have 
been any crror in her doctrine, any need of change in her teaching and her 
Sacraments, or else the word of Christ Himself had been false when He 
promised that He would be with her “even to the consummation of the 
world,” and that the Gates of Hell should “not prevail against her.” 

Not even for a moment, much less for centuries, as Protestantism 
held, can she have fallen inte error, atid so have belied the words of Christ 
and falsified His promise of the indwelling of the Holy Spirit and of His 
own perpetual presence which would keep her from all error to the end 
of time. 

There is one Church only, built upon Peter, and dating back throuch 
all the centuries to Christ. In this Church alone, therefore, can His 
promises have been fulfilled. That Church, as every child may know, is 
the Catholic Church, one, holy and apostolic, the same today as twenty 
centuries ago, ever ancient, ever new. 

Her spiritual battle line engirdles al! the earth. Against it the 
Gates of Hell pour forth their legions. But in vain. Her armies may be 
defeated in places, her generals may prove themselves unworthy, her 
soldiers may fall in numbers or surrender to the foe; but she herself can 
never fail. She can never yield ever so little to the errors of her age. 
Therefore will she be persecuted always, But by that too we may know 
her for the one true Church of Uhrist, according to His own prediction. 
She is indeed His Church, His withqut spot or wrinkle, “or any such 
thing,” holy and without blemish, ever ancient, yet ever new—the Church 
of which the world has be seatncel need in this our day.
